I'EMB  ON  VJHEEIS 


During  the  year  the  Women's  Voluntary  Service 
investigated,  with  oior  help,  whether  it  seemed  necessary  to 
increase  the  number  of  meals  provided  by  this  service.  A 
definite  need  for  an  extension  of  the  scheme  was  established 
and  provisional  arrangements  were  made  for  the  cooking  of  the 
meals.  It  v/as  found  impossible  hovjever  to  enlist  sufficient 
volunteers  to  distribute  them  so,  unfortunately,  the  proposed 
extension  had  to  be  abandoned,  temporarily,  it  is  to  be  hoped. 
The  difficulty  in  providing  the  necessary  transport  for  the 
delivery  of  the  ineals  seems  to  lie  in  the  fact  that  they  have 
to  be  distributed  in  the  middle  of  the  day  at  an  hour  which  is 
inconvenient  for  many  people  either  because  of  their  own 
families  or  because  the  fajnily  car  is  not  available  at  that 
time.

Forty-four  visits  were  paid  to  investigate  the  need 
of  those  viiose  names  had  been  forwarded  from  various  sources  - 
not  all  qualified  for  the  provision  of  a meal  and  it  may  serve 
a useful  purpose  if  the  rougli  criteria  are  again  indicated. 
Generally  those  taking  advanta-ge  of  the  scheme  should  be  old  age 
pensioners,  housebound  and  living  alone,  without  any  nearby 
relatives  T-^/ho  might  otherwise  be  able  to  provide  them  v/ith  a meal. 
The  exception  to  the  housebound  is  the  elderly  male  pensioner 
living  alone  and  not  well  enough  to  prepare  meals  for  himself. 
Blind  persons  left  alone  all  day  can  be  included,  as  can  anyone 
severely  crippled  or  otherwise  infirm,  living  alone  and  becoming 
undernourished . 

About  twenty  meals  are  being  provided  twice  a week 
and  thanks  and  credit  are  due  to  the  firm  in  whose  canteen  kitchen 
the  meals  are  prepared,  to  the  staff  engaged  thereon,  and  to 
those  who  give  of  their  time  in  their  delivery. 


OLD  PEOPLE'S  MELFiiFlS 


There  have  been  no  developments  in  this  work  during 
the  year  and  so  far  as  can  be  ascertained  the  original  S.O.S 
cards  have  not  proved  to  be  a usefiol  or  really  effective  method 
of  summoning  help  in  an  emergency. 


HOME  S/dTCTY 


The  Home  Safety  Committee,  formed  in  1963,  functions 
quietly  but  effectively  and  has  continued  its  activities  on  the 
lines  of  education  and  publicity?-  by  displaying  leaflets  and 
posters,  by  the  provision  of  stands  at  various  local  functions 
and  by  a simple  press  competition.  This  question  of  Home  Safety - 
or  perhaps  better  put  as  Home  Danger  - is  just  as  important  but 
less  spectacular  than  the  problem  of  death  on  the  roads.  One 
feels  that  the  work  of  the  Committee  could  be  extended  if  the 
numbers  serving  on  the  Committee  could  be  increased.

The  public  water  supply  for  your  area  was  again 
augumented  during  the  year  by  water  from  the  River  Dove  Scheme. 
Our  own  boreholes  are  situated  at  BroomJ.eys  and  Holly  Hayes  and 
water  is  stiLl  obtained  from  the  V\/hitwick  and  Ellistovjn  Units 
of  the  National  Coal  Board.  Vfeter  from  all  our  own  sources  is 
chlorinated  and  in  addition  that  obtained  from  collieries  is 
filtered.

59,998,000  gallons  were  supplied  in  bulk  to  Ilarket 
Bosworth  Rural  District  Council,  an  increase  of  3,346,000  gallons 
on  the  1963  figures. 


Average  daily  consumption  for  the  Urban  area  for  all 
purposes  was  about  36  gallons  per  head  of  the  population. 

The  required  sto.ndard  of  purity  for  a public  water 
supply  was  maintained  during  1964.  Twelve  sanples  of  treated 
water  going  into  supply  were  submitted  for  bacteriological

A scheme  has  now  been  prepared  for  draining  Battleflat  and 
properties  in  Shaw  Lane,  Markfield,  the  latter  in  the  area  of  J^rket 
Bosworth  Rural  District  Council. 

As  the  pumping  main  will  discharge  into  the  Snarrows  outfall 
there  will  be  some  sli^t  delay  until  the  reconstruction  at  the  Snarrows 
'Vorks  has  been  substantially  completed. 
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PUBLIC  CLIL'VNSIWG  /uND  SALWiGE 


Public  cleansing  and  scavenging  are  under  the  control 
of  your  Surveyor.  These  services  are  provided  for  the  whole  of 
the  area.  Six  motor  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  employed 
for  this  purpose. 


A weeldLy  collection  of  refuse  was  maintained  during 
the  year  vdien  551^350  dustbins  were  emptied,  an  increase  of 
14,850  over  1963. 

The  disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tioping  at 
Ashby  Road,  Coalville  and  Standard  Hill.  These  tips  were' 
systematically  treated  througliout  the  year  for  rats,  flies,  etc. 
Tipping  was  discontinued  during  the  year  at  Silver  Street,  V^hitwick 
and  the  area  was  in  the  proccess  of  being  seeded  and  fenced  at  the 
end  of  the  year, 

Wastepaper  salvage  is  collected  at  the  same  time  as 
refuse  from  domestic  properties,  and  a separate  weel-cly  collection 
is  made  from  shops,  factories  and  offices,  532  tons  of  wastepaper 
were  sold  to  the  Board  Mills  during  1964. 


The  collection  and  disposal  of  trade  refuse  is  also 
under taJken  by  the  Council.  In' the  case  of  properties  with  a 
rateable  value  of  £150  or  under,  one  free  bin  is  allowed  per  week, 
and  for  properties  over  £150  rateable  value,  two  free  bins  per 
week,  i\ll  additional  bins  are  charged  at  lOd  each,  buUc  refuse 
being  removed  on  a rechargea.ble  basis.

According  to  the  return  sent  annually  by  Dr  Gibson,  County 
Medical  Officer  of  Health,  the  number  of  children  immunised  during 
the  year  was  os  follows  Under  5 years  365;  5 to  14  3^urs  6,  a 

total  of  371,  whilst  boosting  injections  were  given  to  402  children.

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It  is  understood  that  this  will  be  the  last 
occasion  on  which  it  will  be  possible  to  report  on  the  numbers 
of  immunisations  against  diphtheria  in  this  form.  Ttie  County- 
Medical  Officer  of  Health  informs  me  that  a new  format  for 
submission  of  records  of  vaccinations  and  immunisations  to  the 
Minister  of  Health  comes  into  operation  on  1st  January,  1965 
which  would  invol-ve  the  clerks  who  would  break  the  information 
down  by  districts  in  the  County  in  a very  great  deal  of 
additional  work.  It  is  felt  that  it  is  sufficient  to  assess 
the  general  level  of  protection  in  the  County  in  relation  to 
the  proportion  protected  in  England  and  Wales  and  whilst  one 
would  not  seriously  quarrel  with  this  view  particularly  as  the 
scheme  is  administered  on  a County  basis  one  still  feels  that 
there  is  some  merit  and  indeed  benefit  to  be  found  in  each 
district  being  aware  of  the  response  to  immunisation  against 
diphtheria,  and  poliomyelitis  too,  experienced  in  respect  of 
the  diildren  resident  in  its  own  area.

INF/aNTILE  MORTALITY 

The  infantile  mortality  rate  at  1 7 pei*  1 , 000  live 
births  continues  at  a satisfactorjr  level,  lower  than  that  for 
England  and  Wales  at  20  but  higher  than  the  County  rate  for  Urban 
districts  at  12.47.  One  death  was  due  to  misadventure,  one  to 
pneumonia,  three  were  attributed  to  prematurity  and  two  to 
congenital  malformations.  Five  deaths  occurred  in  hospital  and 
two  at  home,  a total  of  seven  deaths  under  twelve  months.  The 
still-birth  rate  was  again  considerably  lower  th<an  the  previous 
year,  7.4  compared  with  18.2,  and  the  peri-natal  mortality 
benefited  accordingly,  16.9  compared  vdth  31.3.

To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Coalville  Urban  District  Council. 


Mr  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Annual  Report 
on  the  work  which  has  been  carried  out  by  your  Riblic  Health 
Inspectors  during  1964. 

The  year  vjas  marked  by  the  coming  into  force  of  the 
Offices,  Shops  & Railway  Ronises  Act,  followed  at  very  frequent 
intervals  by  Ministry  of  Labour  circiflars  and  regulations  made 
under  the  Act.  Never  in  my  experience  have  we  received  from  a 
government  department  so  much  explanatory  matter  on  an  Act  of 
Parliament.  It  has  all  been  very  useful  and  will  result  in  a 
common  standard  being  adopted  throughout  the  country.  I am 
pleased  that  the  Council  saw  fit  to  increase  the  clerical 
assistance  in  the  office  by  the  appointment  of  a part  time  clerk. 
It  was  also  agreed  that  a further  inspector  should  be  appointed 
but  at  the  end  of  the  year  we  had  still  not  been  able  to  fill 
this  post. 


I would  again  like  to  record  my  thanks  to  the  Council 
for  their  consideration  and  to  Dr  Hamilton  and  the  other  officers 
of  the  Council  for  their  help.  I would  especially  like  to  pay 
tribute  to  all  the  staff  of  the  deparment  who  have  continued  to 
give  of  their  best  during  the  year.  Without  their  support 
nothing  would  ever  be  achieved.

PUBLIC  g.TOf-IING  BATHS 

The  only  Public  Swimming  Bath  in  your  area  is  the  one 
ov;ned  by  the  Council  and  situated  in  Avenue  Road. 

The  Bath  has  a capacity  of  SO, 000  gallons,  water  for 
filling  being  obtained  from  the  public  supply. 

Treatment  is  by  filtration  and  chlorination  and  the 
pumps  are  designed  to  change  the  bath  water  every  four  hours. 

Daily  tests  of  the  water  were  made  for  chlorine 
residual  and  alkalinity. 
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^ 47  samples  of  bath  water  were  obtained  by  this  department 

and  examined  at  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  of  this  number  as 

many  as  22^ were  for  various  reasons  foimd  to  be  unsatisfactory  and 
this  in  spite  of  the  continued  effort  of  the  Bath  Superintendent. 

It  has  now  been  decided  to  go  ahea,d  v/ith  the  reconstruction 
of  the  baths  and  the  renewal  of  much  of  the  plant  and  it  is  hoped 
that  by  the  end  of  I965  this  work  will  be  completed.

V/e  continue  to  give  our  attention  to  the  older  schools 
in  the  town  in  an  effort  to  obtain  a reasonable  standard  of 
sanita,ry  accommodation  and  washing  fa.cilities.  Work  to  this  end 
was  completed  at  one  school  during  the  year  and  the  attention  of 
the  Education  Authority  vjas  draivn  to  the  conditions  at  two  other 
schools . 


ATMOSPHEi=lIC  POLLUTION 


The  subject  of  smoke  control  areas  as  such  was  not 
discussed  by  the  Council  in  1964.  They  did  hovrever  give  serious 
consideration  to  the  question  of  the  use  of  room  heaters  in  the 
new  200  houses  at  Tliringstone . I believe  I was  right  to  recommend 
that  it  should  be  a condition  of  the  tenancy  of  these  houses  that 
only  smokeless  fuel  be  burned  in  these  appliances.  This  view  was 
not  accepted. 

As  these  houses  were  specifically  provided  for  employees 
of  the  National  Coal  Board  the  Board  were  able  to  provide  the 
incomirig  tenants  with  an  initial  supply  of  smokeless  fuel.  I can 
only  hope  that  some  of  the  tenants  will  have  continued  to  use  this 
type  of  fuel  in  lieu  of  their  concessionary  coal. 

Four  applications  were  granted  for  "prior  approval" 
during  the  year  and  numerous  enquiries  were  dealt  with  where  new 
installations  at  business  premises  were  planned.  This  very  useful 
activity  is  ensuring  that  the  best  type  of  equipnent  is  being 
fitted  and  that  the  minimum  amount  of  pollution  is  being  added  to 
the  atmosphere.  It  is  also  making  sure  that  whatever  the  products 
of  combustion  mi^t  be  they  are  being  discharged  from  a chimney  at 
a suitable  height  above  the  ground. 

There  were  no  serious  problems  a.rising  from  industrial 
pollution  during  the  yea,r  a-lthough  in  one  or  tvjo  cases  there  were 
minor  infringements  of  the  Act. 
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Daily  measurements  of  smoke  and  sulphur  dioxide  by  the 
volumetric  method  were  made  throughout  the  year  at  a station 
established  at  the  Municipal  Offices.  The  measurements  at  the 
Greenhill  site  had  to  be  discontinued  during  the  j'ear.  Our 
results  are  incorporated  in  National  Survej^  of  Air  Pollution  by 
the  Department  of  Scientific  and  Industrial  Research. 


RODEiNiT  CONTROL 

A full  time  pest  officer  is  employed  by  your  authority 
and  the  district  is  systematically  inspected  for  infestations. 

A charge  based  on  the  hourly  wage  rate  of  the  operator,  plus  the 
cost  of  materials  and  establishment  charges  is  made  for  the 
treatment  of  business  premises.  Private  houses  are  treated  free 
of  charge. 


Your  authority’s  sewage  farms,  refuse  tips  and  other 
properties  and  the  banks  of  streams  and  brook  courses  in  the  area 
receive  regular  attention.  Tips  were  treated  to  control  fly 
breeding  during  the  summer  months.

As  v;ill  be  seen  from  the  following  tables,  forty-seven 
families  were  displaced  from  houses  lAiiich  v/ere  the  subject  of 
demolition  or  closing  orders. 

During  the  j^ar  forty-eight  demolition  orders  and 
seven  closing  orders  were  made  and  tv;enty  houses  were  demolished. 

The  work  of  repair  of  houses  v\iiich  still  have  a useful 
life  continued  unabated.  In  16  cases  houses  were  made  fit  by  the 
Council  under  the  provisions  of  Section  9 of  the  Housing  Act,  1957. 
In  all  285  houses  ^vere  repaired  either  by  formal  or  informal  action. 
This  work,  as  I have  stated  in  previous  reports,  consumes  a lot  of 
the  time  of  your  staff  but  must  continue  if  we  want  to  retain  many 
of  our  tenanted  houses.  The  high  cost  of  repair  is  a source  of 
constant  concern  but  the  high  cost  of  replacing  these  houses  v/ould 
cause  even  more.  There  are  also  difficulties  in  finding  suitable 
sites  for  new  houses  in  positions  acceptable  to  the  needs  of 
persons  to  be  displaced.  I have  never  believed  that  it  was  ideal 
to  move  people  miles  away  from  their  normal  surroundings  unless  of 
course  they  wished  for  such  a change.  The  majority  I find,  prefer 
to  remain  within  their  own  community  and  not  to  be  compelled  to 
join  a new  one  many  miles  away.  It  is  therefore  essential  to 
maintain,  as  far  as  is  possible,  the  existing  tenanted  accommodation 
in  those  areas  devoid  of  new  housing  sites. 

Since  the  coming  into  operation  of  the  Rent  Act  104 
applications  for  Certificates  of  Disrepair  have  been  received.

All  meat  and  offal  after  condemnation  is  stained  with 
a gr  en  dye  to  prevent  its  disposal  for  human  consumption.  It  is 
collected  by  tv;o  firms  specialising  in  the  recovery  of  industrial 
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waste  and  by  a local  dog  breeder  who,  after  sterilisation  of  the 
meat,  feeds  it  to  his  dogs,  Tliere  is  no  sale  of  pet  food  from 
these  premises  not  does  this  person  carry  on  any  food  business. 

It.  similar  system  is  operated  in  the  case  of  other  unsound  food 
where  their  nature  allows  them  to  be  used  for  such  purposes, 

\A/hen  the  food  is  contained  in  tins  the  cans  are  punctured  and 
then  conveyed  to  one  of  the  Council's  refuse  tips  where  they  are 
buried  under  supervision.

As  stated  in  the  preface  to  this  Report  this  Act 
came  into  operation  during  the  year, 

I append  Tables  ■v\iiich  set  out  the  number  of  premises 
v\^iich  have  been  registered  during  the  year,  and  the  number  of 
inspections  carried  out. 

It  win  be  seen  that  we  were  able  to  make  general 
inspections  of  about  one  quarter  of  the  premises  which  have 
registered.  This  was  done  by  reducing  the  time  spent  on  other 
work.  Some  50  contraventions  were  recorded  and  31  of  these 
were  related  to  temperature  or  ventilation. 

In  the  main  we  have  found  that  occupiers  of  premises 
have  been  quite  co-operative  and  have  responded  to  the  need  to 
bring  their  premises  up  to  the  required  standard. 

Two  minor  accidents  were  reported  and  investigated 
by  your  officers.  I think  that  there  are  many  more  accidents 
occuring  in  offices  and  shops  than  are  ever  reported  althou^ 
this  neglect  is  a contravention  of  the  Act,
